Sale of the 50 acre Armstrong

West End judges, who have 
turned to members of ‘Alcoholics 
Anonymous for aid when the 


court is confronted with a prob- 


lem alcoholic searching for a 
solution to his or her problem, 
have been more than _ pleased 
with the high rate of recoveries, 
Judge Fred H. Jacobs, Upland 
justice court magistrate stated in 
a recent report. 

Judge Jacobs, and Judge 
George D. Imhoff, magistrate of 
the Ontario justice court, are two 
of the pioneer judges in San Ber- 
nardino county to use A.A. in 
regular court procedure. 

Both judges, studied the princi- 
ples behind Alcoholics) Anony- 
mous for a period of several 
months. before trying the pro- 
gram in court procedure. 


Today, when men cr women 


problem within themselves and 
want to do something about it, 
the judges are prone to make it 
possible for them to become ac- 
quainted with A.A. 

This is generally done through 
conditions of probation connected 
with the suspended portion of a 
sentence. In some cases the en- 
tire sentence may be suspended 
under conditions of probation. 

One of the conditions of proba- 
tion is the attendance, by the de- 
fendant, at regular A.A. meet- 
ings. There is no‘system used 
to check the defendant’s attend- 
ance other than his or her re- 
port to the judge at regular 
intervals. 


A.A. SPECIALIZES 


Members of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous deyote themselves to dif- 
ferent approaches to reach the 
alcoholic who still suffers. Some 
specialize in city jails and courts, 
some in state hospitals, others in 


psychopathic wards and _ still 
others in hospitals. Because of 
this the two West End judges 


have had the same members of 
A.A. to work with over a period 
of years. 


with the court aren’t trying to 
keep drunks from going to jail. 
Instead, they are trying to aid 
the sick alcoholic to way of life 
where drinking is no _ longer 
necessary,’’ Judge Jacobs points 
out. 

When the Upland magistrate 
decided to try A.A. for the first 
time he selected a 
background he had been familiar 
with for more than a score of 
years. This man appeared on his 
second drunk driving charge and 
| expected a severe sentence. 
After talking at length with 
' the man, the judge learned that 
‘here was one who had long 
* known that something was wrong 
‘with his life but he could not 
‘ out what he was doing

y¥ was his problem but he did not 


know how to quit drinking. 
A.A, SUGGESTED 


The judge suggested A.A., 
which was something new so far 
as the defendant was concerned. 
But desperate for relief from this 
curse of alcohol, he 
agreed. 

This was on January 16, 1953. 
The judge withheld sentencing 
until January 30. The defendant 
attended his first meeting and 
was enthralled. He continued to 
attend meetings with mounting 
enthusiasm. 

When sentence was pronounced 
jhe judge suspended the confine- 
ment portion on conditions of 
probation. One of these was that 
the defendant continue to associ- 
levied by Judge Jacobs. As he 
wrote out the check he remarked 
to the judge: “If this check was 
for $5,000 it would be cheap for 
what I’ve learned in the last two 
weeks.”’ 

This man, still sober, is now 
one who works closely with the 
Upland court when a member of 
A.A. is needed for counsel when 
problem alcoholics appear before 


the judge. 
POLICE INTERESTED 
When chronic offenders, over 


a period of many years, sud- 
denly ceased 
members of the Upland and On- 


tario police departments became 


interested in this new court pro- ;

Police Chief Ralph Palmer, 
head of the Upland police depart- 
ment, and Police Chief H. W. 
Swinney, of the Ontario depart- 
ment, were quick to use this 
A’A. help in departmental ad- 
ministration. ’ 

Individual policemen interested 
themselves in the movement and 
became posted on the workings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. Sev- 
eral Uplanders, now living happy 
useful lives without alcohol, owe 
their introduction to A.A. through 
advice given them by officers in 
the Upland police station. 

Police officials, officers and 
magistrates now recognize the 
alcoholic as the victim of a mal- 
ady who needs specialized treat- 
ment. To date A.A. is the most 
successful foil against alcoholism 
and is responsible. for 15 times 
as many recoveries as all other 
social agencies combined.

filed by Wm, S. Briscoe, profes- 
sor of education at U-C.L.A. A 
comprehensive study of popula- 
tion trends and the prediction 
that this area will ‘become the 
third largest industrial center in 
the southland were the basis for 
forecasting the future master plan 
development of the Chaffey 
schools. 

The survey estimated Upland’s 
population by 1975 as 50,000 Cu- 
camonga, 40,000 and Etiwanda, 
20,000. An enrollment of 1,768 
in the Upland high 
school by 1965 was forecast. 

The junior college enrollment 
of 3,146 by 1968 was indicated by 
the survey team. 

Selection of sites at an early 
date provide for the increased 
students was recommended. 


Etiwanda, north of Foothill 
Blvd. might be the best desirable 
site for the junior college, the 
document said. 

Concerning divorcing of the 
Chaffey high school district, the 
survey committee said; ‘‘that to 
split up the industrial communi- 
ty between school districts is 
unsound public finance.”

Providing educational facilities for a steadily increasing 
number of students in this area is going to be a problem we 
will have with us for many years. 


One of the top issues at the moment is what to do about 
the future of the high school — whether to remain as part of 
the Chatfey district or to form a new high school district. 

Regardless of what is decided about this detail, the fact 
remains high school facilities must be provided in a long range 


program. 


We point to the Upland elementary school district policy 
as giving the kind of solution we are thinking about. Likewise, 
Alta Loma school district i sproposing a long range solution. 


Early this year, Upland voters approved school bonds with 
Alta Loma school district is proposing a long range solution. 
additional classrooms could be built — when needed and 
when the district was qualified to sell the bonds. Alta Loma 
school district is calling an election for Oct. 11 along the same 
policy — providing money for a new site and for adequate 


classrooms.

It is doubtful, however, if such a change in attitude is 
likely. We hope it might be so. The point is, the big majority 
of residents in this area will not accept anything less than 
a solution — a long range solution.
